The Ke»e*«<le Indians Still Engaged 


in Robbing Bunches and Born. 


In* Property. 


CAMP ON OHEIBNNS BIVEB, via Cour- 


ier to Rapid City, S. D., Deo. 24.-Tbe 
prospects of an eariy cessation of hostil- 
ities, at least in one section, is almost 
now certain. That there will have to 
be a fight with the ones in the strong- 
hold in the Bad Lands is also certain. 
Two hundred and forty-four of Sitting 
Bull's follower* have surrendered at 
Fort Tates and Port Bennett. 
Colonel 


Sumner has rounded up 330 of Big 
Foot's people on the Cheyenne river, 
and, will either bring them into our 
camp or Fort Meade. 
Colonel Mer- 


riam is following up the stragglers from 
Hump's camp who have broken through 
the cordon and are supposed to have 
joined those in the Bad Lands. 
A re- 


port was current last night that the 
Hon. M. H. Day, aid to the governor, 
while returning from this camp last 
night, was ambushed and seriously 
wounded, if not killed, by Irdiane near 
Phimneys, on Battle Creek. 
The re- 


port, although from a reliable source, 
lacks confirmation. In all probability 
the attack will be make on the Indians' 
stronghold some time this week. 


Th e majority of the out-lying troops 


are now concentrating along the Chey- 
enne river, and word is daily expected 
to be given for the attack. 
There are a 


large number of renegade Indians still 
at large, who are depredating and rob- 
bing deserted ranches. Late last night 
a rancher brought news that Indians 
had set fire to a ranch belonging to a 
man named MoOormiok, 
Troops were 


immediately sent out, and on arriving 
at the ranch found nothing but a heap 
of smouldering ashes, The Indians hod 
taken everything of value, had burned 
tons of hay and had killed nine beeves. 
MoOormiok and family had left the 
ranch some days ago. A courier soldier, 
who was carrying dispatches to Rapid 
City, on his return camped under some 
trees. During the night the Indiana 
stole his horse, carbine and pistol, aud 
the soldier had to walk forly miles to 
camp. 


Two cowboys who reached camp yes- 


terday report having seen Two Strike 
and Kicking Bear leave the cabin of 
Sicking Bear's brother-in-law, who is a 
squaw man, who lives ten miles from 
tiere, and go toward the Bad Lands. 
Two troops of cavalry started to head 
them off, but after pursuing them for 
thirteen miles the Indians disappeared 
into the Bad Lands. 


It is reported that some cow boys have 


ain near the reservation line watching 
'or Indians and when they appear, 
shoot at them, thus causing a great deal 
of ill feeling and trouble, which is hard 
to overcome. 
There is no doubt that 


although the Indians are the prin- 
cipal aggressors, 
yet since the ar-
